SPECULATION 
RIFE ON FATE 
HEALTH DEPT 


| Hon. J. A. Calder May Be Given 


Charge in View Resignation 
of Rowell ~ 


OTTAWA, July 9.—(Canadian Press)— 
There is considerable Speculation over the 
fate of the newly-created department of 
health, Since the department came into 
being, it has been administered by Hon, 
N. W. Rowell, president of the privy coun- 
cll. With the resignation of Mr. Rowell, 
however, and the probable merging of the 
privy council with the department of ex- 
ternal affairs, it Is expected that the de- 
partment of health will be placed in the 
care of a minister holding some other 
portfolio—possibly Hon, J. A. Calder. 

Creation of the department of health is 
regarded as one of the most important de- 
velopments of the government's re-con- 
struction program. The department is or- 
ganized in four divisions: (1) Quaran- 
tine, immigration and marine hospitals; 
(2) Food and drugs; (3) National wel- 
fare; (4) Sanitary statistics and pub- 
Hcations. Organization of a@ division of 
scientific research is now under way, al- 
though @ hygienic research y 
will be required before the work of this 
division can be adequately carried on. 

Under the quarantine branch, medical 
inspection of immigrants will be estab- 
shed @a as to prevent the landing in 
Capada of those physically or mentally 
unfit. The quarantine services are being 
especially strengthened s0 as to guard 
against the introduction of infectious dis- 
eases. Under the marine hospital service, 
provision is made for the care of sick 
mariners, :

Sir Rebert’s resignation is effective 
tomorrow and the last meeting of his 
cabinet was held this afternoon, last- 
ing a Jittle over an hour, consisting 
chiefly of leave-taking of hig colleagues 
who have served with him threugh 
the war. 

Hon. N. W. Rewell, whe has been 
president of the privy council and one 
ef the most prominent members ef the 
gevernment during the seasion just 
ended, also took formal leave of his 
colleagues. He finished his work at 
his office this afternoon and later left 
for Torento...It Js understood that he 
intends to take a three months’ heli- 
day in Europe, sailing within a week 
or ten days. ’ 

It was announced frem Mr, Meighen’s 
effice tonight that he will not be able 
te anneunce the personnel ef his cab- 
inet tomorrow but hepes to have the 
slate completed early next week, There 
are no great changes expected and no 
talk of dark-horses, F. B. McCurdy,

Cubic Feet Per Month 
Near Calgary 


OTTAWA, July 9.—(By Canadian 
Press.)—By the award of a grant of 
$5,000 to assiet Professor J, C. McLen- 
man in his investigations of the prop- 
erties of helium, to determine its uses 
for lamps of various kinda, amplity- 
resistance, ete., the 
honorary advisory council for scien- 
tific and industrial research hopes to 
see accomplished qa method of con- 
serving helium, which, at present, is 
being wasted in Canada at the rate 
of one million cubic feet per month, 
Ite value is estimated at not less than 
10 centts per cubic foot. Most of the 
wastage at present taking place is in 
the gas field of the Bow river district, 
near Calgary. In Calgary it is esti- 
mated that 12,000,000 cubic feet of 
helium is being lost yearly. 


Canada is the only part of the Brit- | 
fsh Empire having helium. resources | 
and, because of its peculiar lightness | 


and other properties, the gas hes been 
highly regarded and has been in great 
demand for the inflation of fighter- 
than-air craft. Now it is hoped to 
find other uses for it also. 

The investigation now under way 
will involve also the liquefaction of tie 
gas. It is understood that a large 
grant from the research appropria- 
tion of the University of Toronto is 
also to be available for extension of 
this work. 

In Canada the gas is found chieflly 
in the Bow River gas fields and the 
rigat to extract helium from the na- 
tura} gas is held by the crown. The 
gas at Bow River contains ,3 per cent 
of helfum and the council] is urging 
wpon the governinent the necessity of 
conserving the sugply, as the flow of

Newly-Formed Sinn Fein Courts 
Are Rapidly Superseding Crown 


Tribunals In Exercising Power

Many Cases on Appeal in Dublin Are Being Withdrawn From Crown 
Supreme Court Because it is Stated Litigants Have Little Con- 
fidence in Power of Court—In Many Places Sinn Feiners Have 


Taken Over Control of Liquor 


DUBLIN, July 9.—Evidence is pil- 
ing up here which seemingly could 
indicate that the newly-organized Sinn 
Fein courts rapidly afte superseding 
in power the crown, tribunals. 

A great number of cases on appeal 
are being withdrawn from the crown 
supreme court, because it is atated 
that the litigants have little confid- 
ence in the power of that court. For 
the same reason it is alleged that 
unionists are appealing to the Sinn 
Fein lower courts. One unionist at- 
torney is credited with saying that 
as his client desired quick action, he 
took the case to a Sinn Fein tribunal. 
Taken Over Control Iiquor Selling. 

In many parts of the prowinces 
Sinn Feinerg have taken over control 
of liquor selling and have issued 
orders to saloons regarding the hours 
of closing. Sinn Fein pickéts have| 
been effective in stopping Sunday 
drinking by checking up bona fide) 
travelers who are entitled under the 
law to drink. The policy of serving 
drinks on Sunday hitherto has been 
spasmodic. Now it has been made 
regular by a code issued to licensed 
holders by which they may be open | 
only from 8 a.m., until 9 p.m., and) 
which prohibits the selling of liquor 
on Sunday or church holidays. 

New Plea By Railwaymen. - 

Railwaymen who have been 4is- 
missed for refusing to move trains 
carrying police or soldiers have put! 
forward a new plea. They contend 
that they are acting within the board 
of trade regulations in refusing to) 
work because of restrictions against 
| the carrying of “dangerous objects.”

Taylor and 
McKay echool, decorated inlaid work of 
the latter getting some richly deserved 
first prizes. 

In needlework the technical school had 
a very fine display, while a great many 
of the public schools had some excellent 
work, the Alex. T'aylor school securing

On Strict Enforcement of 48 
| Hour Week for all Seamen 


Belgian Shipowners’ Delegate Makes Stinging Attack on 


United States Merchant

Genoa, July %—The international 
seamen's conference has adopted by 
® vote of 48 to 30 an amendment to 
article one of the eeamen's conven- 
tion providing e atrict enforcement of 
the 48-hour week for seamen. The 
vote came after a Heated discussion 
in which the Britie#h delegates to the 
conference declined to vote for arti- 
cle one, and submitted a proposes) 
providing for a 48-hour week for en- 
Gineers and stokere and a 56-hour 
week for dockmen. 

A stinging attack against the 
United States Merchant Marine poli- 
cy was made by Emile Deckers, Bel- 
gian ehipowners’ delegate, at Thurs- 
day's session of tne conference. He 
charged unfair methods on the part 
of the United States, which. he eaid, 
would “paralyze the work of the con- 
ference.”

‘Putting It Over’’ Once Again.

The credit 
of the country is to be loaned, that 
is to say, to the extent of one half 
the cost of as many ships as the 
Canadian yards can build and sell. 
As security the Government takes 
a mortgage on the ship. As sea 
traffic is immense and rates high, 
the arrangement should accom- 
plish the object of keeping the 
yards busy if anything in the way 
of Governdent bonusing can do it. 
As the purchaser only has to put 
up half the cost of the ship, and 
the prospect of employing it in 
highly profitable trade is bright, 
there will be an inducement to 
maritime interests of a speculative 
turn to close with the offer de-

Under tae proposed 
resolution Colonel Biggar, as Chief 
Electoral Officer would receive the 
game salary as a puisne judge of the 
Supreme Court. That salary now is 
$9,000 a year, but in view of the reso- 
lution on the Votes and Proceedings 
as it appears today—and which, I 
Qssume, will be passed—the salary 
will be increased to $12,000. So that 
Colonel Biggar ae Chief Electoral OM- 
cer will be in receipt of a salary of 
$12,000,—tnat would be $2000 more) 
than his present salary. It was pro- 
posed in the resolution which passed 
the commidgtee on Thursday to grant 
an allowance of $2,000 additional to 
the Parliamentary Counsel for hia 
work under the Electoral Franchise 
Act.

DO PLANTs THINK? | 


The extraordinary behaviour of cer- 
tain plants known as creepers and 
“vimbers, suggests a remarkable intel- 
ligence, Which makes one think that 
vaey have reasoning powers, The 
struggle for existence in the plant 
world is keen, and @ constant warfare 
ig waged, 

Certain plants, in bygone ages, 
found that they were being strangled 
or destroyed for lack of alr and light 
because they possessed no strong ver- 
tical stem. They could not gustain 


themselves erect, and unless some 
means of reaching the life-giving 
light and air were found extinction 


must follow. 

So they started to climb up their 
living neighbors or surrounding ob- 
jects of greater height than taem- 
selves, and Nature a sisted by devel- 
oping in them powers of twining 
round or clinging to something that 
would support them. 

Some plants evolved a_ twining 
habit in the stem itself. Others evol- 
ved ‘tendrils, others aerial roots, and 


others again prickles or fooks. The! 


convolvulus {gs an example of the stem- 
twiner; the pea, vine, and vegetable- 
marrow of tendril climbers; and ivy 
of aerial roots; and the goosegrass 
and blackberry or bramble of the 
thorns or prickles, 

The most highly-developed, says 
Darwin, are the tendril-bearers, and 
very extraordinary is tho intelligence 
displayed by these plants.

They Eat Meat 

A scientist recently made an inter- 
esting experiment with tuis plant. A 
few inches from the hairy leaf of a 
sundew plant he suspended a tiny 
fragment of meat. This he at once 
| photographed, and then watted forty 
minutes, after whion time the leaf. of 
the sundew had bent over, 
appreciably nearer to its dinner. 

After the elapse of another forty 
minutes the plant was close up to the 
meat, some of its hairs actually touch- 
ing it, and a little later the leaf en- 
tirely enveloped its meal, and was left 
| to digest it. 

Another plant, called Venus’ fty- 
trap, catohes flies in a kind of trap. 
The edges of the leaves are provided 
with spikes, and may be compared to 
a human mouth half-open .the spikes 
corresponding to the teeth. If an in- 
sect settles upon one of these leaves 
it closes in a few seconds, and then 
digests t.e insect,

Dear Sir:—We have your letter of the 8th tnst., in reply to our letter 
to you of May 21st We note that you sign as Registrar of the University, 
whereas our letter was directed to you as Secretary of the Senate. We are 
bringing thia to your attention because we cannot recognize any third-party 
in this matter. It must remain for the present where the Legislature put it, 
that is, as between the Senate and the Chiropractors. 

Woe must correct statement which you make in the second paragraph | 
of your letter. We did not state in our former letter that in selecting the 
Senate, the Legislature had secured “An independent, non-political body to 
eet a fair test.” but rather, we pointed out that although conscious of the 
grave injustice of the act we had applied for examination relying fully upon 
the Assurances given to our friends, by the government, that the apparent 
unfairness in the act would be remedied by what they were pleased to 
wall “that independent, non-political body, the Senate of the University of 
Atberta.” 

Although onr association Is a private one, we invite the press to our meet- 
ings, in order that the pubic may know of our deliberations and our actions 
because after all this legislation was said to be in the interests of the public; | 
bet can thie desire for publicity be equally applied to tha Senate? Let 
us review the situation briefly. Immediately unpn these amendments to 
the Medical Profession Act, becoming law, our association held a meeting 
at Calgary, at which a committee was appointed for the purpose of meeting 
the Genate so as to give to its members full information as to the Science 
of Chiropractic, in order that i might be able to deal with the eubject 
inteHigently and in fairness to the members of the profession, and in the | 
Dest interests of the public. Our secretary, Dr. Messenger, then wrote to you |

Upon coming before the Senate this body which admitted that practically | 
an of its members knew nothing of Chiropractic, allotted to our deputation, 
and four citizents committees, only a period of thirty minutes, but later upon | 
that day granted, so we are creditably informed, to our opponents, the | 
medical profession and the osteopaths, twenty minutes each, At the 
meeting in the forenoon between our deputation and the Senate we believe 
tha’ the press was excluded, but W. G. Hunt, Esq., assistant secretary to the 
Alberta Medical Association, was ‘penmitted to be present. 

Why an institution such as the University maintained by public funds 
should apparently be fearful of publicity is something which we cannot 
appreciate, Instead of inviting the press, which is the peoples safeguard 
against the autocratic assumption of power by their appointées, you saw 
fit to dole out to the press what you called an official statement of the 
action of the Senate, but you entirely ignored our association, Five days later 
and after one of our members had written to you, to know what orders, 
rules or regulations had been fixed by the Senate you condescended to send 
to each applicant a circular copy of the statement which you had already 
given to the press. 

As to fallacies or erroneous impressions, let us draw your attention to | 
the third paragraph of your letter in which you state that ‘they, (he Senate), 


have recognized all schools of chiropractic,” although in your so-called 
official statement, no such information is given, Whereas in the Edmonton | 
Bulletin report of May 15th, this appears:—-—‘The Senate recognizes no | 


school of Chiropractic.” There should not be any quibbling about this matter 
of recognition, because you know well what was meant by our use of the

Germany Accepts Terms of Allied 
Ultimatum on Disarmament; Their 


Action 


Had Been Given Until Fri- 
day at Noon to Accept 
the Terms 


PENALTY FOR FAILURE 


Occupation of Parts of the 
German Empire Was 
Threatened by Allies 


Spa, Belgium, July 9.—(By As-| 
sociated Press)—Germany’s dele- | 


gates signed, at 11:45 o’clock Fri- 
day morning, an engagement ac- 
cepting the terms of the allied 
note relative to disarmament pre- 
sented Thursday. This action was 
taken under protest by the Ger- 
man representatives. 

The allied note, which amount- 
ed virtually to an ultimatum, and 
stipulated that, in the event of 
the Germans failing to carry out 
the provisions of the demands, al- 
lied forces would occupy parts of 
the German empire. 


The Germans protested, in signing 
the engagement, that the Treaty of 
Versatiles did not oblige them to 
acquiesce {n furtiier territorial occu- 
‘pations except for failure to fulfill the 
treaty terme regarding reparations. 

The decision of the German cabinet 
to obey the allied demand ‘was 
reached at an early morning session 
Friday, the vote being unanimous. 
The vote was taken after a telephone 
communication with reichstag leaders 
in Berlin approving the acceptance, 
and communicating the desire of the 
reichstag and party leaders for tho 
eahbinet at Spd to use its own judg- 
ment. 

A unanimous vote was also taken 
by the cabinet that the allies should 
be informed that Germany could not 
accept these stipulations concerning 
possible occupation of the Ruhr and 
other territories, provided the dis-

armament was not executed according 
{to the allies’ judgment. 


Tt was held the German cabinet 
was precluded by constitutional rea- 
sons from entering into any such ar- 
rangement without the authority of 
Parliament. Hence the allies are re- 
quested ‘o strike this paragraph from 
their damand, it being said that other- 
wise the Germans might not be able 
to continue the conference. 

The protest made by the Germans 
jin signing the agreement, was sub- 
| mitted in writing. The delegates de- 
nied authority to consent to occupa- 
tion of German territory except as 
provided for in the Treaty of Ver- 
| gailles.
